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Support for Trick Factory's hunt for new premises 


EFFORTS to keep one of Bridport’s “major 
assets” up and running in the town have been 
met with support. 

Users and members of the community voiced their 
encouragement to help find alternative premises for 
the Trick Factory, an indoor skate park which is cur¬ 
rently housed in the Stover Building at St Michael’s 
Trading Estate, at a public meeting last week. 

The facility, which has been run at the site for nearly 
17 years by local resident Rob Ridge, is at risk of clo¬ 
sure after landowners Hayward and Co announced 
that Mr Ridge’s lease is unlikely to be granted beyond 
April 2016. 

The community, supporters and users are coming 
together to assess what can be done and if an alterna¬ 
tive building to house the BMX and skateboard facil¬ 
ity is available. 

Andrew Leppard, a supporter of the Trick Factory, 
said: “The crisis has come to light after owners Hay¬ 
ward and Co had suggested the Mr Ridge’s lease is 
unlikely to be extended beyond April 2016 as a new 
housing development is being prepared which would 
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involve the demolition of the Stover building. 

“It seems surprisingly premature to give notice as it 
is still far from certain that the Stover Building, a her¬ 
itage asset, would be permitted to be demolished and 
consultations on a new development have not even 
taken place yet. 

“Rob has carried the interests of sporting young 
people on his back for 17 years and now he deserves 
the help of the community to take the Trick Factory 
forward for the next generation. Efforts to find a suit¬ 
able alternative building in Bridport are underway but 
have so far failed to be realised.” 

The Trick Factory has been run by Rob with the help 
of other users, who all work full time, and give up 
their evenings and weekends to open the facility, build 
and maintain the ramps and fix users’ bikes, skate¬ 
boards and scooters. 

Niki McCretton, a user of the Trick Factory, said: 
“Hayward and Co attended the meeting and it was 
clear that they have a great respect for Rob and the 
Trick Factory but wanted to be clear that the future 
may or may not give the Trick Factory the security of 
tenure as renewing the lease after April would only 
be for a year until 2017 when new plans may be in 


place. I think Rob has been very grateful that Hay¬ 
ward has given the Trick Factory a place for 17 years. 

“I feel that the Trick Factory is one of our major as¬ 
sets in the town for young people and it is important 
that we all champion Rob and try to help in any way 
we can to relocate and to find funds to resource this 
amazing community facility, which has been funded 
until now by Rob himself - we have to keep this won¬ 
derful facility alive in some way. 

“I, although an older person, use the Trick Factory 
for my roller skating practice along with a number of 
other older people who enjoy skateboarding, BMX 
and roller skating and I am really proud that we have 
such a welcoming place for all ages. 

“I am particularly pleased to see young girls recently 
starting to use the ramps there so it is definitely grow¬ 
ing and evolving into something even more important 
and valuable for the community. 

“Rob is doing a really key job in providing for 
young people on very low resources and I really hope 
that this relocation brings Rob and the Trick Factory 
some much needed support and recognition. 

“It could be very exciting to develop a new facility 
for young people right now when it is very much 
needed.” 

Martin Ridley, of Hayward and Co, said that it has 
never been the case of the Trick Factory being “kicked 
out” or “evicted” from the Stover Building. 

He said: “Robert Ridge has been indicating to us for

months that his intention was to wind down his in¬ 
volvement, which is not surprising after all his efforts 
over the years. 

“However, now it seems Robert wishes to continue 
so what he now requires is some practical help. 

“One way forward might be to establish some kind 
of working group which would include users and sup¬ 
porters and ourselves as landlords to investigate how 
best to take things forward. 

“Apart from anything else, this would establish a di¬ 
alogue among all interested parties which is sadly 
lacking at the moment.” 

Robert Ridge, who runs the Trick Factory, said that 
himself and those who help with the running of the 
facility would like to see it continue either where it is 
or in a different location. 

He said: “There have been different factions of sup¬ 
port, those that would very much like us to stay where 
we presently are and those that have pledged support 
in efforts to find and secure a new venue. 

“Myself and my regular hands on support team 
would be happy with either eventuality but no cer¬ 
tainty has been attached to anything presently. 

“To that end, I invite and welcome further input into 
this predicament.”

• WHAT does your role within LymeFor¬ 
ward entail? 

I co-ordinate community planning activities 
designed to support and address our commu¬ 
nity plan.This is wide ranging; we are currently 
creating a cookery school group in Lyme, writ¬ 
ing the economic plan for our Coastal Commu¬ 
nity Team and investigating renewable energy 
projects. We work with other local and volun¬ 
tary groups and fill in the gaps when there are 
urgent community issues. 

• WHAT is the aim of LymeForward? 

The Partnership encourages local people, 
groups and organisations to work together for 
the good of the whole community. We aim to 
improve our community's economic and envi¬ 
ronmental sustainability.

• TELL us about the Coastal Community 
Team (CCT)? 

There are 108 CCT's being created around the

coastline. Our team has representation from 
Charmouth, Uplyme, Lyme Regis and our Dis¬ 
trict Council. We are currently writing an eco¬ 
nomic plan for the area focusing on 
regeneration, extending the seasons and mak¬ 
ing this a better place to live for everyone. 

We have just won over £70,000 for the local 
area including £39,000 for the Marine Theatre 
to replace their leaking roof. We are looking to 
submit more bids next year to help other proj¬ 
ects in our local area. 

• YOU also have an active role with the 
lifeboat, how did that come about? 

One of the reasons for choosing this area was 
the amazing Jurassic Coastline. As an ex-boat 
owner, and with a young daughter growing up 
here, I wanted to support the RNLI in making 
our coastline a safer place to visit. 

I have been a volunteer with our lifeboat 
team since 2013 and whilst we have a lot of 
fun, they are a highly organised and profes¬ 
sional team. 

• WHAT'S the best thing about living in 
West Dorset? 

The fantastic coastline combined with rural 
countryside, seafood and sea-air.The commu¬ 
nity spirit is great and we love that there is 
something going on throughout the year.

■ AS SOME 2,000 people took to the 
streets of Dorchester on December 
12th, the momentum increases for 
the retention of the paediatric serv¬ 
ices at Dorchester County Hospital 
and not transferred to either Poole or 
Bournemouth. 

As I am informed, there would be no 
financial saving in transferring the 
service to the east of the county. How¬ 
ever, what there would be for the par¬ 
ents of those children needing the 
care of the specialists, doctors and 
nurses at Dorchester County Hospital 
is the needless aggravation and addi¬ 
tional worry at having to travel unnec¬ 


essarily further afield where, in many 
cases, time is very much of the 
essence. 

The Clinical Commissioning Group 
should drop this idea and listen to the 
parents of those children needing on 
the spot care and expertise. 

As a governor of the Dorset County 
Hospital, it is my responsibility of safe¬ 
guarding these critical services for the 
constituents I represent, and that is 
what, within my power, I shall be 
doing!

THE Bridport Area Neighbourhood Plan (B ANP) 
Steering Group are requesting that local landown¬ 
ers consider the potential for their lands, in terms 
of future development or protection. 

This initiative, which is delivered under the Lo¬ 
calism Act 2011, allows local residents to have 
their say on where they think development should 
or should not take place, and what type of devel¬ 
opment would be appropriate.

Mira Showers' Eco 
showers, for example, use flow regulators to 
limit the maximum flow of water, while their 
Eco shower heads use aerating technology to 
create the sensation of a normal flow using a 
lot less water (see www.mirashowers.co.uk). 

3. DRIPPING: If you have a dripping tap, fix it 
as quickly as possible because it will soon 
waste litres of water. Often the tap just needs 
a new washer, which isn't hard to fit. You can 
also save water by fitting flow restrictors or 
regulators to your home's taps, or tap inserts 
that aerate the water. 


the room's other waste water. 

5. WATER BUTT: In the garden, rainwater can 
be collected in a water butt by connecting it 
to a downpipe, which is a fairly simple DIYjob. 
This makes watering the garden easier, espe¬ 
cially when there's a hosepipe ban. A more 
elaborate version of this is a rainwater harvest¬ 
ing system.There are different versions, but it's 
often a system that collects rain from the 
guttering and pumps it to where it's needed. 
More than half of the mains water we use at 
home could be replaced by rainwater in this 
way, so it could make a big difference. 


4. RECYCLING: One of the 

best ways to save water is 
to install a grey-water 
recycling system. This 
typically takes waste water 
from the bath, shower and 
basin (and sometimes other 
waste water too) and uses 
it for the loo and outside 
tap. There are various ways 
to do this, some of which 
are expensive, but it can 
be as straightforward as 
fitting a waste-pipe splitter 
to separate the water from 
your bathroom's loo from

Government road safety 
measures don't go far 
enough, says GEM 


ROAD safety organisation 
GEM Motoring Assist today 
welcomed many of the UK 
Government's proposed new 
road safety measures. However, 
GEM believes there is a missed 
opportunity for re-establishing 
a national road safety target, 
safeguarding young drivers and 
reducing the drink-drive limit. 

GEM chief executive David 
Williams MBE said: 

"We urge Government to bring 
back national targets. These 
provide the much-needed 
central focus for the efforts of 
road safety professionals across 
the country. 

"We support the introduction 
of graduated licensing (GDL) 
for new drivers. January 2016 
marks the third anniversary of 
the announcement of the Green 


Paper on GDL. In that time we 
estimate that 1,300 people will 
have been killed or seriously 
injured in young driver crashes 
that could have been prevented 
by a GDL system 1. 

"We are convinced that a 
reduction in the drink-drive limit 
from the current 0.08g/dl is long 
overdue. Latest estimates2 show 
that a reduction in the limit to 
0.05g/dl in 2010 would have 
saved 25 lives and prevented 
around 95 serious injuries in 
each of the following three 
years. Therefore any political 
motivation for keeping a limit 
that was set in 1967 needs to be 
replaced by an agenda that has 
public safety at its core."
